Explorer States He Has Figures 
to Prove to Scientists His 
Crowning Success 



WILL BE BANQUETTED 

UPON HIS ARRIVAL 



People Flocking to Copenhagen 
to See the Successful 
Traveller 



Copenhagen, Sept. 3. — All Denmark 
tonight is awaiting the arrival of Dr. 
F. A. Cook. A regal welcome awaits 
the man whose announcement from 
Lerwick of September 1 that lie dis- 
covered the North Pole, stirred the 
world. 

The steamer Hans Egcde, on which 
the Interprld explorer Is returning 
from the frozen north, passed Cape 
Skagen, the northern extremity of 
Denmark, at two o'clock tills after 
noon, and Is expected to poke her 
nose into the Sound late tonight and 
tie at her dock here tomorrow. 

Added interest has been lent the 
occasion by the definite statement of 
Dr. Cook, In an interview at Skagen 
this morning, that he Is able to sub- 
mit data which will prove beyond 
doubt that he has attained the goal 
which for centuries has been the ob- 
jective of explorers. He said he was 
quite prepared to learn that jealous 
persons were at work endeavoring to 
cast doubt upon his work, but that he 
stood ready to give over his figures 
for a test by any scientific authority. 

Dr. Cook told the correspondent that 
ho had not seen anything of the ex- 
pedition of Commander Peary. He 
said there was no land at thu Pole, 
only water, the depth of which he 
could not guage. 

The Danes will not bo alone in 
welcoming Dr. Cook, for Copenhagen 
is • Tilled with visitors. Every hotel 
is overcrowded tonight, and all the 
vehicles in the city have been en- 
gaged to take the people to the 
steamer landing tomorrow. 

Public buildings and private houses 
have been draped in Hags and bunt- 
ing in honor of the occasion. At a 
banquet in the town hall tomorrow 
night, at which Dr. Cook will be the 
guest of honor, Lord Mayor Olden- 
burg will propose a toast to President 
Taft and King Frederick. The min- 
ister of commerce, John F. C. Han- 
sen, will make a speech in honor of 
Dr. Cook and Commodore Hovgaard, 
commander of the Danish Arctic ex- 
pedition of 1S82-3, will greet and con- 
gratulate the American. A commit- 
tee of the Royal Geographical Society 
has chartered a steamer and will pro- 
ceed out into the Sound to meet the 
Hans Egede. 



with it. A terrible fog swept around 
us and Icept us for three weeks unable 
to make an observation. During those 
threo weeks we got no further than 
the 84th degree. Then began a heavy 
walk towards Hoiberg Island and three 
weeks of fog. When that cleared 1 
saw we had drifted southwest to Ring- 
ncsland where we found open water 
and tower high screw ice which 
stopped our way eastward. 

"We now began to suffer hunger. 
Our provisions were becoming ex- 
hausted and we were unable to find 
depots. We entered Rlngncsland and 
on June 20 found the first animals on 
our return, bear and seal. We shot a 
bear. 

"And now our goal was the whalers 
at Lancaster Sound. We followed the 
drift ice to the south eight miles a 
day but were stopped toy pack Ice In 
Wellington channel, which was im- 
passable either by boat or sledge. Here 
was lots of game, but we did not dare 
shoot it. Wo had only taken a hundred I 
bullets to the pole, and now only fif- 
teen were left. We went into Jones 
Sound after walrus and bear and found 
open calm water. We met polar wolves, 
with which some of our dogs made 
friends and ran away. 

Two Months in Boats 

"Now we spent day and night In an 
open boat ten miles from shore. This 
lasted for two months, whllo storms 
often raged over our heads. At last 
we got ashore again, (but wo had no 
fuel and were obliged to eat uncooked 
food. Next day we found fuel and 
what a feast we had, but wo suffered 
much from hunger during this period. 
One night a bear came and stole our 
food. Wo. had many lights with musk 
oxen which attacked us. Our best 
weapon against them was the lasso." 

The correspondent's story quotes Dr. 
Cook as saying in conclusion: "Say 
that the day we reached our provisions 
at Etah was a greater day than April 
21."

COOK INTERVIEWED 

ABOARD THE STEAMER 

London, Sent. 3. — Interviewed 
aboard the Egedc at Skaff, Dr. Cook, 
according to a despatch to tills city, 
briefly described his journey. Regard- 
ing his discovery he said: 

"Then came April 21. That was the 
great day. We looked for tho sun. 
As soon as we got It I made careful 
observations. Great joy came over us. 
We were only 16 miles from the de- 
sired spot. The last stretch was the 
easiest I ever made in my life, al- 
though I had still to make two obser- 
vations and the- ice was very broken 
here, but my spirits were high and I 
shouted like a boy. The Eskimos 
looked at one another, surprised at 
my gaiety. They did not share my 
joy. 

"I felt that I ought, to be there. I 
made my last observation and found 
that I was standing on the pole. My 
feelings, well I was too tired really to 
feel anv sensation. I planted the Stars 
and Stripes in the Ice Holds, and my 
heart grew warm when I saw It in tho 
wind." , , , „,, 

"How does the North Pole look?" 
he was asked. 

"Well," said Dr. Cook, smiling, "it 
amounts to the size of a twenty-live 
cent piece. There is nothing to see but 
ice, ice, ice, no water, only ice. There 
were more holes here than at the 87th 
degree which shows there is more 
movement and drift her<\ but this and 
other observations I made afterwards, 
when I got more settled. I stopped 
two days at the Pole. 
As I was sitting at the pole 1 could not 
help smiling at the people who on my 
return would call the whole expedition 
a humbug. I was sure the people 
would sav that I had bought my two 
witnesses and that my note book with 
my daily obervations had been manu- 
factured' on board this ship. 

"The only thing I can put up against 
this is what York and Klmos have told 
Knud RasmuHsen. Lot the skeptics 
who dlHbelievo my story go to the 
North Pole. There they will find a 
small brass tube which I buried under 
the flag. That tube contains a short 
statement about my trip. I could not 
leave my visiting card because 1 did 
not have one at that, time with me. 

"Perhaps," the explorer added dryly, 
"I should have stayed there longer had 
it not begun to freeze us In our idle- 
ness. 

"The Eskimos were uneasy and the 
dogs howled fearfully. On April 23, 
therefore, I again turned my nose 
southward whlcli was much easier as 
you can't turn your nose In any other 
direction when you stand at the North 
Pole." 

Tho Return Journey, 

Describing the ret lrn journey, Dr 
Cook said: "Fortune now smiled. We 
'did 20 miles per day until we. reached 
tho ominous 87th degree. Then I felt

Preparing Plans for New Sas- 
katchewan University 
at Saskatoon 



Saskatoon, Sask., Sept. 3— Tho Board 
of Governors for the University of Sas- 
katchewan is now in session in this 
city, considering with architects the 
plans for the new Saskatchewan uni- 
versity. For tho past twenty-four 
hours' continuous sessions have been 
held, but little information has been 
given to the press. 

Among the important matters of 
business transacted is the appointment 
of R. J. Bateman, of Trinity college, 
Dublin, to the post of professor of 
English and French, and of T. N. AVil- 
llng, chief weed inspector, to be pro- 
fessor of Weeds and Entomology. The 
governors are now going Into details 
in connection with the plans for the 
university grounds and buildings with 
the architects who, it Is understood, 
have visited leading institutions across 
the border and have embodied hi their 
ph.ns certain things learned there. 

TJie governors propose formulating 
a- licheme of development which wilt 
provide all requisites for at least one 
hundred years in the future, which it 
is expected will be given to the press 
tomorrow.

In Address Before Woman's 
Canadian Club Veteran 
Sailor Is Heard by Many 



Toronto, Sept. 3.— Lord Charles 
Beresford this afternoon addressed the 
Women's Canadian Club in the Con- 
servatory of Music Hall. 

Canadians at large came in for a 
compliment when Lord Charles said 
the tone in this country, the look on 
the faces, was superior to that of any 
other country he had been In. At the 
exhibition for instance, there was no 
vulgarity in tho largo crowds, but 
much of what in the navy would be 
called "good comradeship." Canadians 
looked hopeful, as if there was some- 
thing ahead of them to live for. 

Turning then to Imperial questions, 
the speaker urged that should Eng- 
land's supremacy at sea be not both 
certain and adequate, we stand to 
lose the Empire. Should the fleet be 
defeated, the loss would be Irrepara- 
ble, eternal. 

"There Is an extraordinary senti- 
ment, patriotic sentiment, among you 
Canadians and it is genuine and thor- 
ough." was one of Lord Bercsford's 
closing remarks, "and it was Canadian 
women who founded Empire Day and 
raised a splendid sentiment through- 
out the country."

Believes Local Squadron Idea 
Is Excellent One in Case 
of Australia 



Quebec, Sept. 3.— .Major Gen. French, 
K.C.M.G., organizer of the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police, and one of 
the early explorers of the western 
plains of Canada, arrived here on the 
Empress of Britain last night. Major 
French's military experience has cov- 
ered five continents. His most recent 
appointment before his finally settling 
In England was In Australia. 

Interviewed today on tho question of 
naval defense, iMajor French said: 

"Inasfar as Australia is concerned, 
I approve of a local navy and I think 
that proposed will be sufficient for all 
needs. It must, of course, form a part 
of the great imperial navy and cannot 
.be entirely detached. Australia is so 
isolated from the rest of the. Empire 
that she must have means of defence. 
Then on the other hand there Is little 
fear of any great attack there which 
an Imperial navy could not forestall. 
Japan is tho only nation In a position 
to make one and Japan Is an ally to 
Great Britain." 

"Has Australia men to man a navy?" 

"No, I think not. Wages for work of 
other kinds are too high to tempt men 
of the right class for acceptance of 
small pay allowed in the navy. The 
same difficulty will- probably be found 
to exist in Canada and you will have 
to bring your sailors, marines and all 
■from tho other side."

Reglna, Sept. 3. — The special meeting 
of the Dominion Forestry Association 
was convened this morning under the 
chairmanship of Hon. W. T. Piper, 
commissioner of Crownlands and for- 
ests of the Province of Nova Scotia. 
Addresses of welcome were delivered 
by Lieut-Governor Forget, Premier 
Scott, Mayor Williams, President Mc- 
Cara of the Board of Trade and Min- 
ister of Agriculture Motherwell. All 
dealt particularly with the fact that 
Regina was the place for holding the 
convention because here on Clio treeless 
plains the objects of the association 
could bo most fully appreciated. Let- 
ters of regret at their inability to bo 
present wore read from His Excellency 
the Governor General, Patron, of the 
Canadian Forestry Association. Sir 
Wilfred Laurier, Hon. President 
Southworth, Toronto; President Sena- 
tor Edwards, Ottawa; Vice President 
Hon. R. P. Roblln, of Winnipeg; Vico 
President from Manitoba, and others. 
Address of Welcome 
The convenUun was formally open- 
ed with an address by Lieut.-Gover- 
nor Forget, of Saskatchewan. In the 
course, of his remarks he said: 

"I have always taken a lively in- 
terest In all efforts tending to pro- 
mote the cultivation of trees. I have 
a firm hope that what will be done 
here today will not fail of practical 
results. 

"We all know that it is difficult to 
find any very extensive district divid- 
ed in Its virgin state In due propor- 
tion between forest and plain. As a 
riile it is all donse forest or all open 
country. From the point of view of 
tho agriculturists of those two con- 
ditions, tlie latter is naturally pre- 
ferred. This Is practically tho exist- 
ing condition in this province, in fact 
the greatest attraction of Saskatche- 
wan is its rich plains all ready for 
the plough and capable from the first 
of yielding good returns to the set- 
tlers. 

"However gratifying these results, 
the absence of trees on the most de- 
sirable homesteads was keenly felt 
from the very first, especially in the 
case of those who come from places 
where trees are In greater profusion 
and it certainly delights one to see 
here and there throughout the pro- 
vinco tho efforts that have been made 
to change this condition. 



Pending the receipt of a reply from 
the Department of Indian Affairs the 
city will do nothing further In the 
matter of meeting the request recent- 
ly preferred by Frank Pcdley, deputy 
superintendent of Indian affairs, that 
the city should transfer to the Do- 
minion government any reversionary 
rights which it possesses in tho Song- 
hees reserve. 

In his communication which was 
read at the last meeting of the city 
council, Mr. Pcdley stated that while 
the federal government is not ready 
to admit that tho city has any such 
reversionary rights, still, apart from 
that question, it would materially 
strengthen the hands of tho depart- 
ment in negotiating with the Indians if 
any claims the city may have were 
transferred to the government. 

Barrister Explains 
At the special meeting of the city 
council held last evening tho com- 
munication from the deputy superin- 
tendent 'of Indians affairs was con- 
sidered and City Barrister Taylor was 
asked to explain its meaning. He 
stated that at first he had thought the 
government Intended to secure for all 
time the reversionary rights which 
the city claims, but a second reading 
of the communication led him to be- 
lieve that the intention of the federal 
government is ...to - securev-such. right s 
merely that in order when negotiations 
are entered into with the Indians the 
government will be In a position of the 
authorized agent of all parties to 
negotiate. Ho had no doubt but that 
the provincial government possessed 
reversionary rights in the reserve but 
these had been given to the city on 
certain conditions which made of them 
•a trust and before anything is done 
the provincial government should be 
communicated with. 

Alderman Ross strongly advocated 
giving up nothing but to hold what the 
city now possesses, while Alderman 
Henderson expressed tho fear that the 
provincial government might, . should 
the city show a disposition to surrend- 
er its "rights, take back what it had 
given the city. 

In view of the fact, however, that 
the further information asked for as 
to the real intention of the Dominion 
government in asking for a transfer of 
the city's rights, has not been re- 
ceived from the department nothing 
will bo done. 

Reserve on Sooke Lake. 
That the city's reserve on Sooke 
Lake water and tho water in adjoin- 
ing streams and lakes holds good, not 
as Alderman Henderson recently stat- 
ed, for but two years from March 1909, 
but practically for as long as the city 
requires was the statement made by 
Mayor Hall who read a communication 
on this very point which he has just 
received from Premier McBride. The 
mayor stated that he had written the 
Premier asking whether the reserve 
only held good for a year from next 
March and in such case whether tho 
city could secure an extension of an- 
other year. In reply the Premier wroto 
as follows: 

"I beg to acknowledge your favor of 
August 31 asking that the rcservo upon 
Sooke Lake waters may bo continued 
In view of a contemplated by-law to 
enable the ctiy to secure a water sup- 
ply from Sooke Lake. I mght stato 
that by a notice appearing in tho 
British Columbia Gazette of March 11, 
1909, a copy of which I enclose, you 
will see that the reserve placed on tho 
unrecorded water in tho district men- 
tioned for municipal purposes still 
remains in force and Is not terminable 
at any stated time. Any cancellation 
thereof would require to be effected in 
conformity with the provisions of sec- 
tion 313 of the AVater Act. 

Mayor Hall stated that not only tho 
waters of Sooke Lake, but also that in 
the Highlands district, can be reserved 
by the city.

Ho did not 
think that this referred especially to 
tho work of boring the tunnel but to 
any work for the bringing in of the 
water.

MAKE PROTEST 



Bad Condition of the Streets 
Forces Them to Pav Heavy 
Annual Toll 



The poor condition of the city's 
streets consequent on lack of attention 
to their repair and because of the 
fact that the street railway tracks in 
a majority of cases project several 
inches above the roadway to the seri- 
ous detriment of vehicular traffic is 
responsible for damage to the extent 
of possibly $100,000 a year incurred by 
the transfer, livery, hack and drayage 
companies as well as owners of private 
conveyances. This damage, a needless 
tax wore the streets properly looked 
after and kept In proper condition, is 
annually" paid, according to the state- 
ment made by Leonard Tait, manager 
of the Victoria Transfer Company, to 
the city council last night when he and 
Joseph Heany appeared on behalf of 
the transfer, hack and livery interests 
to urge upon the council that some im- 
provement In the city's highways 
should be made. 

Mr. Tait declared that the interests 
he represented • had a real grievance 
against the city. The condition of the 
streets, from, their' standpoint, is de- 
plorable. A greatdeal of money, prob- 
ably $1,000,000 all told, Is Invested in 
r tK>--ilvery and hack business and 
lioi^e flesh. Those Interested in these 
businesses feel that they are entitled 
to consideration and they naturally 
resent the heavy annual toll In the way 
of damage to their property which 
they are forced to meet. As an in- 
stanco of the loss suffered, Mr. Tait 
sfated that as a consequence of the 
bad condition of the streets a set of 
rubber tires lasts just about one-half 
the time they should and when tho 
damage suffered by vehicles and 
horses is considered it Is a conserva- 
tive estimate to place the total loss 
which the livery, hack and other In- 



terests using vehicles Incur, at least 
$100,000. 

Shamoful Conditions. 

Mr. Tait described the condition of 
many of the city's streets as shameful 
while In many places the street rail- 
way tracks project above the roadway 
four Inches. There is a large revenue 
raised by the city rrom hack and liv- 
ery concerns in the way of taxes but 
practically nothing is given in return. 
The prevalence of stones on streets 
Which have been macadamized Is also 
a source of loss In that horses are 
frequently injured. Such streets 
should be cleaned. The cry for better 
roads Is being raised and It Is, he 
thought, time that something was 
done to improve present conditions. 

The present system, too, of watering 
the block pavements during the busi- 
est portions of. the day, was nlso com- 
mented upon by Mr. Tait who stated 
that owing to the slippery condition 
of tho pavements great damage Is done 
to horses. Some other time, he 
thought, should be chosen to water the 
streets, while something should also bo 
done to improve the. condition of the 
roadways leading from Wharf and 
Store Streets down to the waterfront. 

Mr. Heany also urged thnt the coun- 
cil take some action to improve present 
conditions. 

No Hold on Contractors. 

Mayor Hall stated that the con- 
tractors who perform the work of 
sprinkling had been instructed not to 
water the paved streets during the 
busy hours, but the reason the block 
pavements are sprinkled Is to prevent 
them shrinking in the dry weather, 
because In tile wet weather they will 
expand. The trouble is to exercise 
control over the persons who have tho 
sprinkling contract. It was decided to 
refer the matter to the city engineer 
to see what can lie done to Improve 
conditions.

Bishop Perrln has received news o£ 
a fire at the cannery, Quathiaski Cove, 
last Monday, which very nearly caused 
tho destruction of the mission steamer 
"Columbia"— The Rev. J. Antic re- 
ports: 

"Last night we tied up at the can- 
nery at Quathiaski' and about two this 
morning fire broke out in the can- 
nery and spread so rapidly that the 
whole building was In flames before 
anyone discovered it. The watchman 
could not get through the building to 
give the alarm to us. It is doubtful 
if he thought of us at all, as he was 
off duty at the time tile fire broke 
out, and by the time we woke up to 
the fact that the building was In 
ablaze it was almost too hot to stand 
on our decks. The suction of air pass- 
ing under the building to Teed the 
flames was so great that we. Dr. 
Kemp and I, could not move the boat 
an Inch from the wharf. The paint 
was blistering on the dock gasoline 
tank before the engine started, (w« 
had cut our lines), and I was expecting 
every moment to see tho tank go off 
with a roar, but, providentially, not- 
withstanding the Intense heat »h» tank 
held, until at last we began to move 
out and got to the other wharf. 

"The Columbia's boats and sides are 
scorched, but not otherwise injured. 
Myself and the crew came off lightly. 
Dr. Kemp has a few bruises from fall- 
ing out of the hospital cot and I have 
(One hand and the soles of my feet 
blistered, but not badly, and a rather 
painful cut on my toe. We are all 
feeling thankful today for the merciful 
escape both of the ship and ourselves, 
't he boat could not have remained an- 
other 60 seconds at tho wharf without 
going up in a blaze. 

Need of New Steamer • S 

The response to the appeal for a 
larger and more powerful steamer has 
fallen short of what It ought to be iiv 
Victoria, where the work of this mis- 
sion to the loggers and settlers on the 
northeast coast of the island Is well 
known. In England when Mr. Antic 
asked Lord Strathcona he at once 
promised S2,0uu, and the leading 
Church of England societies ,made 
grants, but It Is the old story "A pro- 
phet is not without honor, save In his 
own country" and so far only Jl'OO or 
$300 has been subscribed in Victoria. 

Rich men In tho East of Canada 
cannot understand why people in the 
West do not give liberally. The new 
ship will cost $1G,000, and between 
$8,000 or $9,000 is still required. Three 
hospitals have been equipped and tho 
men themselves are willing to bear the 
running expenses. 

_ "Surely It is only right," said Bishop 
Perrln, "that we should supply. , /.tho 
necessary machinery ' and a larger 
boat is a necessity." 

The Bishop will thankfully receive 
any help that may be sent to him. 

NEW PANTAGES 
THEATRE HERE 



Vaudeville House to Be Erect- 
ed on Broad Street at Cost 
of $40,000 



A new vaudeville theatre for Panta- 
ges Is to be built In Victoria at a cost 
of $10,000. It will have seating ac- 
commodation for some 1,200 people. A 
site on Broad Street, the vacant space 
next Maynard ,t Sons (auctioneers), 
has been loused for a term of 15 years 
by Alex Pantages. Building operations 
will be commenced within a very short 
time and the new theatre will probably 
be open for the public by the begin- 
ning of next year. 

The property acquired lias a 75-foot 
frontage on Broad Street, while it runs 
back abutting on Government Street 
property. A main entrance of the ar- 
cade variety will be built through the 
McFadden & Mould meat market, on 
Yates street. A number of exits will 
be constructed on Broad Street. 

Tho property leased is owned by 
Miss G. Parshalle, and Is an Ideal'site 
for a vaudeville house owing to Its 
central locality. 

The superb accommodation will 
mean that the full repertoire which is 
now Included in the Vancouver-Seattle 
and Northwest circuit will come here, 
and a class of entertainment such as 
has not previously been offered to 
Victorians will bo available. 

Tho design for the new theatre is in 
the hands of Architect Craig of Seattle 
who has drawn up the plans for 
the majority of the Pantages houses on 
the circuit.

IRON ORE 

We print a letter from Mr. \V. E. 
Jacobs in regard to the iron ore de- 
posits of Vancouver Island. We sup- 
pose that until all the iron has been 
taken out of a mine, no one can tell 
how much there really was in it. and 
that the most any one can say of the 
greater number of the deposits on the 
Island Is that they have yet to be 
developed; but investigations have 
boon made, by private individuals 
which have satisfied them fully as to 
the extent and value of some of the 
deposits, sufficiently so at least to lead 
them to invest their money on the 
strength of the amoun,t and quality of 
the ore. 

We know too well the very earnest 
desire of Mr. Jacobs to promote the 
development of mining in British Co- 
lumbia, but can hardly understand why 
he reels it necessary to say that men 
will not Invest money on the strength 
of generalities in the newspapers, 
especially in view of the fact that the 
Colonist expressly took the position 
that a. concrete case should be made 
out before the investment of capitui Is 
Invited. We are very strongly of the 
opinion that active steps should be 
taken to establish the facts as they 
arc. 



CANADA AND THE NAVY. 

We do not feel called \tpon to add 
anything to the opinions that have al- 
ready been expressed in these columns 
upon the policy announced in regard 
to Canada's share in the naval defense 
of the Empire. There is really not very 
much that can be said, for until the 
details of that policy have been an- 
nounced in Parliament there is nothing 
to discuss. It may be interesting how- 
ever to note what some of the other 
papers are saying. The following is 
from the Ottawa Journal, which is an 
independent newspaper with Conserva- 
tive leanings: 

A brief outline has been given of- 
ficially of the share Canada has agreed 
to take In the naval programme framed ( 
at the Imperial Defence Conference. 
It may be summarized as follows: 

1. Canada is to have three third- 
class cruisers loaned to her by the. 
British Government, the expense of 
maintaining which will devolve upon 
the Dominion. 

2. Canada is to maintain and im- 
prove the docks at Halifax and Es- 
quimau. 

3. Canada will begin to build war- 
ships of her own. 

The value of this programme will 
depend upon the spirit in which It 
may be carried out. The principles 
are good enough so far us they go. 
The loan of cruisers to Canada will 
servo three good purposes, namely, 
first, that a small amount of relief — 
pitifully small, but still something — 
•will be given to the British burden; 
secondly, that a Canadian naval train- 
ing school will be provided; thirdly, 
that from the expense of man tain - 
ing even three small cruisers. Canada 
will get an object lesson as to what 
the British taxpayer has to bear in 
maintaining several hundred sjilps, 
scores of them bigger. It Is right that 
Canada should have national docks of 
her own on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts; and, finally, it is essential that 
Canada should have her own ship- 
building Industry for war vessels. As 
The Journal has pointed out, and as 
the rlefence programme seems to In- 
tend, such an Industry can be estab- 
lished effectively at once by getting 
some of the English shipbuilders to 
set up workH In Canada. 

The principles are good; the execu- 
tion may make or mar them. If our 
Government takes up the matter in 
an indifferent or picayune spirit, pro- 
ceeding on the slow and cheap line, 
Canada may be doing something worth 
while by the time most of us are dead. 
If, on the contrary, our Government 
takes hold with patriotic and Imperial 
spirit, no long time need elapsJ until 



Canadians will be able to say with 
truth and pride that where they have 
partner's, they do their fair share. 

The Mail and Empire, which as 
every one knows, Is a Provincial Con- 
servative paper, says: — • 

The notable feature of the arrange- 
ment In virtue of which Canada be- 
comes a participant, although In a 
small way, In the work of naval de- 
fence Is the fact that a principle long 
opposed has at lust been accepted 
For years the idea of helping In the 
protection of the country, and the Em 
plre, has been antagonized on pleas so 
numerous that their name Is legion 
It has been argued that in building 
canals and railways we are doing 
enough for the Empire, and that, 
therefore, we are excused from bear 
Ing a share of the cost of the navy 
It has been alleged that naval defencu 
is useless to us. Britain has to main 
tain her navy for her own purposes, 
and ought not to ask Canada to take 
any part In the upkeep of that In- 
strument of war. Of the plan Itself 
little need be said. It recognizes 
Canadian rights of self-government, 
in which regard it Is prudent, and en 
tirely In accord with the ideas of those 
who have consistently advocated ac 
tion In Canada. If, while providing 
for home defence, It also arranges that 
in the case of a great Imperial emer- 
gency the united fleets of the Empire 
shall bo called Into action, the policy 
will work out well. Thus the idea of 
co-operution Insisted upon. Let us 
hope that this principle is recognized 
in the new arrangement. But, as we 
have said, the terms need not be scan- 
ned critically, or for fault-finding pur- 
poses. The crowning point about them 
Is the fact that they acknowledge the 
duty of Canada on the question of 
defence and that they wipe out all the 
time-worn arguments which have been 
employed with a view to excusing us 
from participation In the great task 
of defending the Empire on the high 



CLAIMING THE POLE 

The Attorney-General of the United 
States says that the discovery of the 
Xorth Pole gives the United States 
territorial rights there. It Is just a 
little soon to express opinions on that 
point. It Is all very well to talk about 
"the constitution following the (lag," 
but no one would say that if some 
explorer should post the Stars and 
Stripes in the centre of Labrador, 
where no one hod Deen before, he 
would thereby annex the country to 
the United States. Until we know 
whether the North Pole Is on an Is- 
land or not, there Is no use in specu- 
lating as to its ownership. A corres- 
pondent wants to know if Canada 
cannot claim it. seeing that It is north 
of the Dominion. But it is also north 
of Alaska, which the United States 
owns; north of Gracnland, which 
Denmark owns; north of Norway, 
Sweden, European Russia and Siber- 
ia. Canada has no more clulm to the 
country than any one else, unless It 
can be show.i that the Pole is on land 
forming a part of the Arctic Archi- 
pelago, which is admittedly a part of 
the Dominion. 

It is likewise very much too soon 
for any one to speculate upon the 
prospective value of the Polar area 
to any nation from a territorial point 
of view. The small boy who write In 
a school exercise that "the North 
Pole Is used chiefly for purposes of 
discovery" was about as near right 
as any one can be just now. 

In this connection the following is 
of pussing interest. The Colonist has 
been handed a copy of the Recorder, 
published at Bolsscvalm, Manitoba, of 
date October 27, 1903. In the paper 
there is an article written by a gen- 
tleman now living In Victoria, whose 
modesty will not consent to the use 
of his name, which we think a mis- 
take, because being in the real estate 
business, the fame of being able to 
foresee things six years ahead of time 
ought to win for him a valuable repu- 
tation. After speaking of the award 
in the Alaska Boundary dispute and 
a few other matters, the article goes 
on to say: "A Yankee will most cer- 
tainly be the first to plant a flag at 
the North Pole — or to say he has, 
which would amount to the same 
thing in the end — In which case they 
would claim the whole Arctic region," 
and so on. This is about the way 
things seem likely to turn out, and if 
the boastful United States papers 
have their way, there will shortly be 
a lot of Boundary Commissions to 
determine how far Uncle Sam's al- 
leged territory extends south from the 
role. 



THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 

The price of wheat is a matter In 
which we are all much interested, for 
very much of the prosperity of Canada 
depends upon !t. Therefore, while Col- 
onist readers will not, as a rule, have 
wheat to sell, they will be interested to 
know what Mr. Robert Meighcn, presi- 
dent of the Lake of the Woods Milling 
Company, has to say on this point. We 
quote : 

The bins the world over were neve 
so depleted of wheat at any corre- 
sponding period for the last ten years 
as they are at the present, and the 
American and Canadian millers never 
held a smaller stock of wheat during 
the In st ten years than they do at the 
present time. The farmer holds the 
key oi the position, and if the Ontario 
farmer uses it he could dictate the 
price under present conditions to the 
miller and the wheat dealer. 

Future values will depend on how 
the farmer will deliver and he should 
not rush his wheat to the market at 
proscnt, only in a very moderate way. 
As before stated, the farmer holds the 
key of the position, and we hope he 
will use It, both in Ontario and Mani- 
toba. 

This is not of temporary interest 
only, for the relative shortage of the 
wheat supply means a continued peri- 
od of high prices. It is true that the 
yield of wheat Is increasing all over 
the world, except perhaps in Russia, 
but the consumers of this grain are In- 
creasing likewise and of no part of 
the world Is this more true than of 
North America. We frequently hear 
the wish expressed that the markets 



of the Orient may take more of our 
wheat, and this is a consummation 
much to be desired from the point of 
view of the resident of the Pacific 
coast of Canada; but so far as the 
world market for this grain is con- 
cerned the probability seems to be that 
the increase in the demand will out- 
strip the Increase In the supply. Re- 
ferring specially to this -year's grain 
crop the secretary of the Manitoba 
Grain Growersi' association greets with 
approval the foiiowing from a repre- 
sentative of the British Millers: 

I find one thing that Is hurting the 
farmer of the West— he is determined 
to rush all his grain out to market in 
the first two or three months of the 
fall and faster If he could get cars to 
take it. He says you force your grain 
on to an unwilling market, compelling 
us to buy it from three to sixuponths 
before we are ready to consume it. 
True, we buy it at a reduced price of 
from three to five cents per bushel be- 
low its value. 

It Is to be hoped Canadian wheat 
growers will listen to this advice, which 
comes from quarters from which one 
might have expected the contrary 
view, if the speakers consulted their 
personal interests on.iy.

Esther. The girl retaliated by killing 
her brother and was sent to the asy- 
lum at Stellacoom, whence she was 
released as cured this spring. 
The girl at Nanaimo was sent down 
i to Victoria and was subjected to a 
searching inquiry at the hands of Mr. 
Hussey and Police Magistrate Jay, 
and for n long time she insisted that 
she wns Esther Mitchell, .although she 
had been Identified as a Victoria girl, 
to reclaim whom several unavailing 
attempts have been made. Finally 
she admitted she was not the Mitcheil 
woman. 

She has had a. very varied career. 
For a considerable time she masquer- 
aded about the cities of Seattle and 
Tacoma in male attire as Harry El- 
wood. Then she went to Vancouver, 
whence she was rescued from China- 
town only to go back again directly 
she reached Victoria. Last fall she 
was sent to prison here for vagrancy, 
largely Ir. tin; hope that she would 
have a chance to break off the drug 
habit. On her release she went back 
to Vancouver, where . she married a 
Chinaman. However, she left him In 
about three months, the reason being, 
according to her story, that he would 
not allow her to have any opium. 
Then she went to Nanaimo, where 
she was once more rescued, and some 
of the charitably disposed ladles of 
Victoria have decided to try once 
more to reclaim her from the thrall- 
dom of opium and all it entails. 1

DREADNOUGHT DOCK 
FOR 




Board of Trade to Discuss Es- 
tablishment of Steei Ship- 
building Industry Here 



The necessity of establishing a steel 
shipbuilding industry hero will come 
up for discussion at the monthly 
meeting of the board of trade to be 
held next Thursday afternoon. The 
subject ia of such vital importance 
to the city that It is expected that 
there will be a large turn out of the 
members, and authorities on the 
question of shipbuilding will be asked 
to speak, Methods are likely to be 
suggested by means of which the es- 
tablishment of such an industry may 
become possible here, and the discus- 
sion promises to bo of greater interest 
than any matter which has come her 
fore the board in a number of months. 

The question of a Dreadnought dry 
dock for Esquimalt will also be raised. 
In this connection it would appear 
from cable advices that the views of 
the board on the svbject' have been 
adopted by those In authority. To 
illustrate that the board iias been 
alive to the Ideal situation of Esqul- 
malt in chis respect, the following 
memorial which was sent to Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler may be quoted: 
Tho Memorial 

May 18th, 11100. 
The Rt. Honorable Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rler. G. C. M. G., Premier of Canada. 

The Memorial of the Victoria. Brit- 
ish Columbia, Board of Trade, re- 
spectfully showeth: 

That this board has learned with 
great satisfaction of the Intention of 
the Canadian Government to send re- 
presentatives to London to consult 
with the British Government on the 
subject of n'aval defence. 

That on previous occasions tills 
board has brought to the notice of 
the Department of Public Works the 
necessity of providing 011 the Pacillc 
Coast of Canada a dry clock of sulli- 
clent size to accommodate ships of 
war and merchant ships of the largest 
clasp, and hereto annexed is a copy 
of the last memorial forwarded to the 
department on that subject. 

That this board reiterates the state- 
ments and arguments advanced in the 
said memorial. 

That every year the necessity for 
such a dock in addition to the facili- 
ties already provided is becoming 
more manifest. 

That such a dock would be of great 
value to His Majesty's navy in the 
event of war, in which His Majesty's 
ships might bo compelled to operate 
on the Pacific Ocean. 

That the harbor of Esquimalt, by 
reason of Its proximity to the ocean 
and the ease with which it can be 
made Impregnable. Is exceptionally 
well situated for the site of a large 
dock for naval purposes, and being 
adjacent to what must always be the 
chief artery used by the vesels of the 
mercantile marine on approaching the 
western coast ports of tho North Am- 
erican Continent, it would be the most 
convenient location for a dock for use 
by such vesels. 

Your memorialists therefore re- 
spectfully request that the construc- 
tion at Esquimalt of a dry dock capa- 
ble of accommodating vessels of the 
largest class may be considered In 
connection with any plan that may 
be adopted for naval defence.

To The Minister 
The following was also sent to the 
Minister of Public Works: 

Sir, — The Victoria, British Colum- 
bia, Board of Trade, asks permission 
to draw your attention to the follow- 
ing facts: 

On March 16th, 1305, this board 
had the honor of submitting to tho 
Acting Minister of Public Works the 
following memorandum; 

1. The Esquimalt Graving Dock is 
not of sufficient size to meet the re- 
quirements of the naval and mercan- 
tile marine. 

2. The ocean-borne commerce of 
the western coast of Canada is rapid- 
ly increasing, and the vessels engaged 
in the trade are of much larger ton- 
nage than those recently employed in 
it, and there is no dockage upon the 
Canadian Coast to which they may 
be taken. 

3. The Esquimalt dock is not near- 




ly large enough to accomodate mod- 
ern ships of war. except of the small- 
er class, and In the event of hostilities 
there is no place nearer the Canadian 
Coast than Hongkong where British 
ships of war could go for refitting and 
repairs. 

4. The harbor of Esquimalt is 
large, deep, easy of access, very con- 
venient to the open ocean, and can 
be rendered impregnable from the sea. 

.">. A large modern graving dock at 
Esquimalt would be utilized by mer- 
chant ships of foreign countries in 
need of repairs, whereby a large and 
profitable Income would be brought 
to Canada. 

6. The construction of the national 
transcontinental railway will very 
greatly increase the commercial im- 
portance of the western coast of Can- 
ada, and it is submitted that docking 
facilities should be provided equal to 
all probable requirements. 

7. No other port on tho western 
coast of Canada Is as conveniently 
situated for the purpose of a dry dock 
as Esquimalt. 

Commerce Increases 
To this memorandum the Hon. A. 
S. Hyman, Acting Minister, replied on 
March 23rd of the same year, and 
said that he would be pleased to lay 
the matter before his colleagues at 
the first opportunity. Since then the 
board has not been> advised that the 
subject matter of the memorandum 
has been considered by the Govern- 
ment of Canada, and it takes this op- 
portunity of once more urging It upon 
your attention. Since the above mem- 
orandum was submitted, the import- 
ance of such action us is suggested 
therein has been forcibly shown. 

1. The ocean -borne commerce of 
the western coast of Canada has 
greatly increased, and the average 
size of the ships engaged In It is 
growing greater. The Canadian Pa- 
cillc Railway Company has announc- 
ed its intention of either bringing the 
Empress ships now engaged in trans- 
Atlantic trade to the Pacillc or build- 
ing similar ships for service on the 
Pacillc. The contract for the Grand 
Trunk Pacific calls, ^or the completion 
of that line' within the next three 
years, and it Is the declared policy of 
that company to place large steam- 
ships on the North Pacific Ocean to 
run In connection with the National 
Transcontinental Railway. The board 
submits that it would be only the 
exercise of ordinary prudence on the 
part of tho Government of Canada to 
provide suitable dockage facilities in 
Canadian waters for the handling of 
vessels of the class that will be em- 
ployed in Canadian trahs-Facifle 
commerce which is' being developed 
because of the policy of the govern- 
ment In regard to railway construc- 
tion. 

2. The board further submits that 
the provision of ample dockage faci- 
lities at Esquimalt must of necessity 
form a part of the so-called All -Red 
Steamship service.; n, 

3. The board desires to point out 
that the forthcoming visit of the 
United States fleet to Die Pacific 
Ocean must be construed as signify- 
ing that, from a naval point of view, 
the waters of that ocean will toke on 
a nnw importance, and that in con- 
sequence it is almost a foregone con- 
clusion that the Imperial Navy will 
be represented on the Pacific Coast 
by a permanent squadron or by visit- 
ing squadrons, and it most respect- 
fully uTges upon the government if it 
Is not Incumhent upon Canada to pro- 
vide upon her western coasts a dock 
where His Majesty's ships of the 
largest class can be repaired. The 



board ventures to suggest that tho 
provision of such a dock would be a 
very valuable contribution to Imperial 
defence. 

4. The repair of ships at this port 
is a very large and increasing factor 
in its business. Private enterprise 
has done a great deal to provide faci- 
lities for such work, but tho cost of 
a dry dock sufficient tb accommodate 
vessels of the large, class now In com- 
mon use for commercial as well as 
naval purposes is beyond the reach of 
local capital, and the board suggests 
that under any circumstances It would 
not be desirable for national reasons 
to have such a dock in private hands, 
when it Is evident that for a long 
time to come there is not likely to bo 
more than one. 

5. The board desires to point out 
further that as the construction of 
such a work would require consider- 
able time and that. If work were be- 
gun forthwith, It would hardly be 
completed before It might be urgently 
required. 

The board therefore respectfully re- 
quest* that the subject matter of this 
memorandum may be taken into con- 
sideration by the Government of Can- 
ada, and that an appropriation may 
be made at the present session of the 
Parliament so that the construction 
of such a dry dock as will meet the 
requirements of the. case may be be- 
gun during the present year. — Yours 
faithfully.

"These old follows who have been up 
in the north for a quarter of a century 
and have quite forgotten any bowing 
acquaintance which they may have 
had with civilization, do not look upon 
the development of the upper Interior 
in the same manner as the majority of 
the citizens of British Columbia do," 
remarked Mr. C. Printemps who lias 
just returned from a reconnaissance 
through the upper interior. Mr. Prin- 
temps represents a group of capitalists 
of Philadelphia and on their behalf he 
has been spying out the land in the 
districts which lie along the G. T. P. 

It was only the other day in the vil- 
lage of Qufsnel that I ran across a 
fine old specimen of the pioneer. For 
thirty years he had not been nearer 
civilization than Quesnel. He resented 
bitterly the influx of people ' which 
threatened to destroy the primeval 
peace which abode with him and which 
wonder of wonders threatened to ruin 
his business. 

"When he shifted his tobacco and 
'opined' that he could no longer stand 
tho bustle and confusion of Quesnel, I 
could hardly help laughing, for Ques- 
nel — well Quesnel is almost as sleepy 
as the New York papers would make 
out my home town to be. But it was 
a fact. After a life time In the wilds 
ho found the society of two or three 
hundred people irksome. When, how- 
ever, ho stated that the advent of a 
railway would ruin his business I was 
dumbfounded. Yet it was the truth. 
He had been selling the little quantities 
of hay which he raised at the rate of 
from $G0 to $80 a ton to prospectors, 
and the casual traders. He sold what 
potatoes ho had to sell for five cents 
a pound and other truck in like pro- 
portions. Settlement and development 
would ruin his market. 

"Another old chap I met in the Bulk- 
ley, a man of nearly 70 offered me his 
IfiO acre ranch for $200. with his cabin 
and buildings thrown in. much of the 
ground being under cultivation. 

" 'This pesky railway is spoiling 
things entirely.' he remarked to me. 
He had never seen a railway train hut 
ho hud heard of them, great noisy 
ponderous animals which filled tho 
landscape with smoke and confusion. 
Ho pictured one of these backing up 
and down in front of li Is house, for 
twenty-three hours out of the twenty- 
four and he resented It. Seventy years 
old or not, he was about to 'hike' out 
into the great unknown vastnessos of 
tho Peace." 

Mr. Printemps expects that his com- 
pany will interest itself in some of 
the copper claims In the upper Interior.

pupils 'and those living elsewhere. But 
to this Is' to be 'added signal drill and 
as soon as they' are old 'enough, • min- 
iature rifles will be placed- in tho 
hands of the children and suitable 
ranges' will be provided for. them. 1 he 
drill will be conducted by the school 
master. When the boy- reaches the 
ago of thirteen 'up fourteen he must 
join tho cadets and drill with them 
till he is eighteen. 

By this time he will have mastered 
the physical drill, company ill" 111 . and 
battalion drill and j...rluips have done 
some musketry and artillery work. 
This will close that part of the work 
which requires a minimum attend- 
ance of forty hours annually. From 
eighteen to twenty-one an annual at- 
tendance at drill will keep tho young 
soldier In training and after that, six 
days' drill Is required up to the age 
of thirty. it is estimated that this 
system in twelve years give New Zea- 
land an army or 82,000 men. 

It the example of our sister Domin- 
ion .one which Canada should follow? 
Ought we here In British Columbia 
to teach every man child that he is 
responsible for his share In the de- 
| fence of our long lino of sea coast 
or be prepared to drive an invader 
from the frontier? 

There are many who say that to 
teach any one, child or man, the art 
.of war is wrong. AVe should strive 
to spread among young and old the 
gospel of love and bring nearer the 
reign of universal pence. 

But what would be the attitude of 
these teachers if a foreign enemy 
should Invade our shores'. 1 Would 
they be ready to leave their stores, 
their mines, their timber limits and 
their farms to tho invader or would 
"they expect British soldiers and sail- 
ors to come to their aid or look for 
protection to the United States'.' 

The question of the day Is not 
"Shall we be defended In case of dan- 
ger? But shall we leave the burden of 
defence c;i others or take up our share 
of the load ourselves, and carry it as 
best we can?" Although Canada has 
committed herself to a policy of de- 
fence. It is still possible; that we shall 
hire soldiers from the old land to fill 
the ranks of our army and sailors o 
man our ships. If we do this are our 
boys likely to grow up better men than 
if they feel that they, one and all, are 
ready to protect their homes, their 
country and if need bo, their Empire? 

These are some of the questions 
which the mothers of Canada must 
answer. The spirit in which the work 
of self-defence is taken up depends 
largely upon them. There are none of 
us, or very few indeed, who believe 
In encouraging a love of fighting. But, 
if fighting must be. done, who would 
like to see their sons unable or un- 
willing to bear their part in the bat- 
tle?* 

There Is truth, in the contention that 
the discipline of military training will 
give us men whose bodies are strong 
and who have learned self-control. But 
It is not honest to say that this. is its 
purpose.- There are-, other -ways - in 
which "'these'" ends can be attained. 
Nothing ls.to.be gained by -trying to 
deceive ourselves in this matter. If 
military training is to become univers- 
al In Canadian schools, it is In order 
that our men shall be prepared to 
take upon themselves the responsibil- 
ities of a share in the defence of Can- 
ada In time of need and of assisting 
In the defence of the Mother Cotin- 



in force In Canada for ten J eays Us 
being made a subject of enquiry. There 
are those who say that it Is being 
made use of too freely, and that pris- 
oners are being released in larger 
numbers than is good for the com- 
munity. 

It Is not unnatural that the detect- 
ives and others who have been put 
to great trouble to secure the con- 
viction of a criminal should feel that 
the ends of justice are defeated when 
lie is released before his term is ex- 
pired. There are others who fear that 
the influence of the parole system on 
the criminal class is bad. If a man 
thinks that he can secure release in 
a short time by good behavior ho Is 
not so likely, say they, to be deterred 
from committing crime from fear of 
punishment. 

The parole system, has, however, 
amply Justified tho hopes of those who 
put in operation in Canada. Since its 
institution 2,616 prisoners haVe been 
released' on parole and of these about 
thirteen hundred have completed their 
sentences, while nine hundred are still 
reporting. Of these 5 per cent or one 
in twenty failed to observe tho terms 
of the parole and only one in fifty has 
lost his license through being found 
guilty of a second offence. 

Last year there were -169 persons re- 
leased in this way. At the rate men- 
tioned but nine of these would have 
returned to criminal ways'. Is there, 
any doubt that the four hundred and 
sixty men were better earning an hon- 
est living in the outside world, sup- 
porting their families if they had any, 
than they would have been had tltey 
remained within ffci prison walls sup- 
ported by tlu- state? 

It is not likely that the nine who 
found their way bad; to prison would 
have been more thoroughly reformed 
had they remained In for the full peri- 
od of their sentence. The question of 
the influence of these people on their 
associates Is an important one and 
very hard to answer. Hut one who is 
fighting to win back tile character he 
has lost Is not likely to set a bad ex- 
ample to others. For tho sake of the 
forty-nine out of fifty who succeed in 
treading this narrow and uphill path 
is it not worth while risking the dan- 
ger from the one who is weak or 
wicked? Surely when we' think of the 
temptations that surround those who 
have once lost their character and 
self respect this record is a marvelous 
one. 

The greatest reform to he made is 
not, the parole officer tells us, so much 
in the men who have been released as 
in the attitude of the public towards 
them. Employment for them is very 
liard to get and it is almost Impossi- 
ble for a distrusted man to do his best. 
Tlie man who depends for work on in- 
stitutions Is in danger of being pauper- 
ized. It is Impossible to avoid a feel- 
ing of shame lor the suspicion and 
selfishness which rules the most of us 
who regard ourselves as virtuous citi- 
zens when we read that the parole of- 
ficer states that "the greatest need of 
the hour "is not so much the devising 
of means or methods to help the par- 
oled prisoner, but to improve and edu- 
cate the public sentiment In its atti- 
tude towards the man on parole, mak- 
ing it a possibility for the one who has 
fallen to have a fair chance to earn his 
way without the assistance of doles, 
institiU'olial or professional. Employ- 
ment with a helpful environment is the 
key to the whole situation." 

It Is Interesting for people who are 
as fond of lea. as,,nre the majority of 
the citizens of Victoria to bo tojd. on 
tho authority of the Department of 
Inland Revenue, that our favorite bev- 
erage' is practically, free-.fi'oin . adulter- 
ation. 

Every Canadian drinks, on an aver- 
age three pounds of tea in a year and 
a quarter of a pound or coffee. There 
are many who tell us that we would lie 



much. healthier if we did. not drink tea, 
but more who think this form of stim- 
ulant is better than any other we 
could take. 

However that may be, it Is satisfac- 
tory to know that when we drink tea 
wo are not taking anything with it 
that is more injurious.. The -chemists 
also assure us that our method of 
making tea is a good one, extracting 
the theine without too much of -the 
tannin, which is the injurious quality, 
in the tea. This is, 'of course, when we 
aro careful not to let it infuse too 
long. . • • - :

There Is always a temptation in a 
city to allow boys to grow up with- 
out learning a trade. There are al- 
ways chance employments which a 
lad can obtain but which do not make 
him capable when he grows up of 
earning a living. The wages that en- 
able a boy to clothe and board him- 
.self are not sufficient to support him 
as a man. Nor are men wanted In 
these positions. 

A gentleman said a few days ago 
that he found It very hard to get a 
hoy to stay with him till he had mas- ' 
tered his business. He would work for 
a few months, or perhaps only weeks, 
when be would get an offer of higher 
wages and away he would go. Verv 
likely the place then obtained would 
be given up in as short a time. The 
consequence Is that such a lad will 
reach the years of manhood without 
having mastered the details of any 
business. Nor will he lie fitted for 
the hard, steady manual labor that en- 
ables the unskilled workma to sun- 
port himself and his family in com- 
fort. 

It is from this class that many 
criminals come. Very few men who 
have mastered a trade find their way 
to our jails and our penitentiaries. In. 
many of these Institutions the most 
Important part of the work of the of- 
ficials Is to teach the inmates some 
means of earning for themselves an 
honest living. It Ib little less than 
a crime to allow tiny boy to reach 
man's estate, who if he be possessed 
of ordinary ability, has not the means 
of earning a living. The German 
plan of teaching every hoy, no matter 
how great his Intellectual ability or 
how high his rank, some manual ' em- 
ployment might well be adopted In 
Canada. 



There have lately been so many ac- 
cidents in Purls from hatpins that the 
police are about to Interfere to regu- 
late their 3lze. It is bad enough when 
the extravagances of fashion allow 
women to Injure thmeselves, but such 
a record as the following should he im- 
possible in any civilized country; 

A Government engineer a few days 
ago was traveling on top of an om- 
nibus between tho Madeline and the 
Bastile when his right eye was pierced 
by a lady's hatpin. Owing to a sudden 
jolting of the omnibus the lady was 
thrown against him. 

Six days ago a shopgirl lost the 
sight of her left eye owing to- a lady 
customer suddenly leaning over the 
counter. 

An einght-months-old baby on Its 
mother's lap had its nose and cheek 
torn by a woman's hatpin inside an 
om nibus.

Want City to Force V.T.R. 
& F, Co, to That Step 



Must Pump to Filter Beds 

Today the water from Elk Lake will 
be pumped from the lake Into the filt- 
er beds owing to the lownesa of the 
city's water supply. Some time ago 
Water Commissioner Raymur request- 
ed the city to permit him to secure a 
pump for this purpose should It be- 
come necessary to lift the water by 
artificial means because of the Iow- 
ness of the surface of the lake. At 
that time the prospect of having to 
use a pump for this purpose looked 
certain and now the prospect has de- 
veloped Into a certainty. A pump 
capable of pumping about 3,000,000 
gallons per day has been secured from 
the B. C. Salvage Company and has 
been Installed. At the present time 
the surface of Elk Lake is 6 inches 
below high level, about six or eight 
inches above the bottom of the filter 
beds. Water Commissioner Ray- 
mur states that with the pump install- 
ed, the supply will be quite adequate, 
and that there is no chance that the

That the Victoria Terminal Railway 
& Ferry Company should, if it de- 
sires to locate its terminals on the 
proposed slto at the corner of Blanch- 
ard and Fisguard streets, first buy 
out the holdings of those, owners who 
would be prejudicially affected by the 
presence of the additional tracks on 
the first named street and the opera- 
tion of the terminal facilities was the 
claim put forward to the city council 
last night by Mrs. Field and Mrs. Pel- 
etler, both of whom are owners in that 
section. Botli declared that the loca- 
tion of tile terminal adjoining their 
premises would seriously affect val- 
ues, would bo a detriment to the en- 
joyment of life and they urged that 
some other arrangements should bo 
made to give the company a terminal 
if such Is the desire of the council. 

Alderman Fullerton asked City Bar- 
rister Taylor what the present status 
of the case between the city and the 
company is. 

Held Conference 

Mr. Taylor stated recently several 
of the property owners on Blanchard 
street, represented by A. P. Luxton, 
of the firm of Pooley, Luxton & Rool- 
ey, barristers, had wuited upon him 
and discussed the matter. As a re- 
sult of the conference be had come to 
the conclusion that the owners would 
be satisfied if the provisions of sec- 
tion 27!l of the Railway Act were made 
a part of the Judgment in the 
ease of the city against the company 
which judgment the company is will- 
ing the city should secure provided an 
amicable arrangement can be arrived 
at. That section states that railway 
companies shall not block a highway- 
more than five minutes at a time. But 
since that is now law Mr. Taylor could 
not see what advantage there would 
be In having it inserted in the judg- 
ment. He believed the settlement 
which the city and company had vir- 
tually decided upon was a pretty good 
one for the city as It would mean tho 
wiping out of the liability which tho 
city incurred in guaranteeing sorau 
$300,000 worth of bonds besides the 
$22, 000 which tho company claims as 
bonus for operating a ferry for over 
a year and a half. Then, too, the 
city would be recovering possession of 
property worth probably $150,000, the 
market building, now used ' by the 
company as terminals. 

Carries Out First Idea 

When the by-law under which the 
company was brought into Victoria, 
was passed, the Idea was to have a 
competitor to the C. R. P. come right 
into the city. Under the proposed ar- 
rangement the spirit of that by-law 
will still be met as the company's 
terminals will still be practically in 
tho heart of tho city. On tho other 
hand" were tho pending suit gone on 
with, there Is the possibility that the 
city will not secure such favorable 
terms as it will should' the agreement 
be accepted. 




Mrs. Field and Mrs. Pelletler doubt- 
ed if the citizens at large would be 
benefitted but even so they wished to 
know where they personally came in. 
The owners wished that the company 
should not be permitted to unload any 
cars on Blanchard street, and when 
It was pointed out by Mr. Taylor that 
such a provision would practically 
mean that the company's terminals 
there would be useless and It might 
as well cease operations, the ladies did 
not appear to consider that such a re- 
sult would be at all deplored. 

Barrister to the Fore 

The city barrister was left to face 
the two ladies, the members of the 
council sitting tight In their places 
and allowing the barrister to answer 
all objections. lie doubted very rrmeh 
if the company could be prevented 
from laying what tracks It deems nec- 
essary on Blanchard street. The first 
agreement with the company allowed 
;it to lay any tracks for switching 
purposes should such be needed by 
growth of business and in fact it 
might be that the company could, as 
it required, occupy the whole of 
Blanchard strdet. 

The discussion occupied a consider- 
able time, but It was finally decided 
that in view of the fact that A .H. 
McNeil, legal advisor of the company 
at Vancouver, is now in communica- 
UOjn.. with tho head officials .of the 
Great Northern at St. Paul, relative 
to several points which have arisen, it 
would be advisable to let matters 
stand until ho is again heard from.

in the meet that wCill he pulled off in 
that city to decide \the B. C. cham- 
pionships. 



Will Protect Local Amateurs 

The local branch of the union tie- 
sire to protect the Victoria athletes 
as much as possible, and do not wish 
to have good, clean amateur athletes 
that are running here for honor and 
sport to go to the Mainland and run 
against men who lay off from work 
and train for a race. It is unfair and 
not in the interest of clean amateur 
sport, and the local branch of Lhc 
union will not have Chandler's clique 
slip one over on them. 

Local Athletes Suspended 

The case of the two Victorians who 
ran In the Port Angeles races for 
prize money on July ;!rd cameup at 
the meeting, and the boys It. Mclil- 
moyle and G. Agnews were tempor- 
arily suspended until Sept. ISth, when 
the matter will come up at the annual 
meeting.

Await Crack of the 
Pistol 



Ail is in readiness for the big fifteen 
mile race that will be run at tho Royal 
Athletic Park on Monday morning. 
The three runners that are to com- 
pete In the professional race for the 
biggest end of the purse are in great 
shape for the hard and gruelling bat- 
tle that is to take place in the city. 

Naturally Alex Rowan, the husky 
Nanaimo athlete Is favorite in the 
race as he is well known In Victoria, 
having competed here us well as in 
other nearby towns. His showing 
against John D. Marsh on several oc- 
casions was very praiseworthy and he 
should rank with the top notchers in 
a short time. Rowan will not be seen 
on any western truck again, at least 
for some time, as Monday afternoon 
lie will leave for Butte, Montana, 
where he will rim in the big Derby 
that is being pulled off there. After 
that he will go direct to New York and 
challenge any of the well known run- 
ners Including Dorando, St. Yves, 
Svanberg, Hayes or Thomas Long- 
boat, for a race over the full Mara- 
thon distance, This is Rowan's spe- 
cialty and he should be able to hold 
his own with any 'if them. 

Makes a Statement 

After training last evening Rowan 
made the following statement: 

"I am goins East at once and be- 
fore I return the Canadians will know 
that there is a British Columbia run- 
ner who can do the 26 miles 3S5 yards 
with any of them. 1 am in great 
shape now and will remain so until I 
can do the distance in about 2.39. The 
people may think this is rough stuff 
that 1 am handing out, but 1 have 
made near that time in training and 
am sure that 1 will repeat it in the 
next Marathon.'' 

In the last race Rowan was running 
well for over twenty miles close at 
the heels of John D. Marsh, but had 
his shoes kicked full of cinders by 
other competitors in the race and his

tent that he was forced to slacken up 
the pace and Marsh took the lead. 
Hubbenette's Chances 

Con Hubbenette, the San Francisco 
Swede has been doing his training for 
the race on Vancouver tracks and he 
is expected to arrive here this after- 
noon. He reports to be in great shape 
for the Labor Day race and expects 
to be able to down Rowan at fifteen 
miles. Hubbenette was former ama- 
teur Marathon champion of the Paci- 
fic Coast until, he turned pro a few- 
weeks ago to run in the Vancouver 
Derby. In tlu 11 San Francisco race a 



few weeks ago the heavyweight Swede 
won from a -large field In which Art 
Burn, the Calgary wonder was a fa- 
vorite. Besides Burn, there were 
about forty starters in the race and 
Hubbenette won out in fust time, 
completing the long journey well un- 
der three hours. Since then ho has 
run in many shorter races and only 
recently took second place In the five 
mile race at the A. A .U. champion- 
ships, at the A. Y. P. Exposition meet. 
After these remarkable showings', he 
turned pro for Con Jones' $3,000 
Derby, but sprained his leg the day 
before the race and was unable to tin 
better than fourth place. He expects, 
however, to 'show Rowan up' at fif- 
teen miles as he is in rare form at the 
present time. 

Los Angeles Man 

William Stanley, the Los Angeles 
Dane, Is a crackerjack at fifteen miles, 
having; won many races in southern 
California in his amateur days and 
has a splendid record. He should do 
well In Monday's race. Stanley Is in 
good shape and will make them run 
for it in the sixty-lap trip that they 
will make at Royal Park. 

Manager Wattellet is all ready to 
accommodate the crowds that are 
hound to pack the park Monday morn- 
ing, and he announces that the race 
will start promptly at 10:30 sharp, as 
many of the spectators will want to 
get away early enough so as to keep 
appointments that are on the bill of 
fare for the afternoon of the holiday.

Nipponese Trees and Pieces of 
Sampans Found by Light- 
. house Builders 



PICKED UP AT 

TRIANGLE ISLAND 



Leebro Brings Further Particu- 
lars? of Cow-shooting 
Episode at Estevan 



That the Japanese current, which 
the Nipponese know a.s the Kushlro 
or Death current, sweeps wreckage 
across th» Pacific to the northwest of 
Vancouver Inland Is shown by dis- 
coveries made at Triangle Island 
shortly before the steamer Leebro, 
Capt. Hunter, which reached port 
yesterday, left there after landing 
more lumber for the tramway being 
built for the new lighthouse at the 
furthest west of the Empire on the 
crest of Triangle Island. Among the 
wreckage on the island the workmen 
have found kyacke trees, Japanese 
hardware, and pieces of Japanese 
sampans, which have evidently been 
swept from the Japanese coast by the 
current that brings warmth to Van- 
couver Island. 

The Leebro has been landing sup- 
plies at Estevan Point and at Trian- 
gle Island, being absent about three 
weeks.. She left Triangle Island eight 
days ago. During the stay there 
some of the crew shot some sea lions 
and Chief Officer Fisher has some 
line samples of teeth from a sea lion 
shot by him. 

Concerning An ill Wind 

From Estevan the Leebro brought 
Illustrative of that old adage that "it's 



an 111 wind which blows nobody good." I 
Ugiatkeeper Buekholtz was recently 
out on ;i shooting expedition, and 
some distance from him, far along 
the shoreline, he saw a cow. There 
Is a large band of wild cattle on the 
peninsula near Estevan and the light- 
keeper considered this was one of the 
wild klne. He tired,' and the cow 
leaped and died. Then another cow 
poked its head over some driftwood, 
and he tired again, bringing down the 
second cow. He hurried up tu get 
Ills bag, when he discovered to his 
sorrow that It was the tame cattle of 
Storekeeper Luckovltch that lie hud 
killed. The llghtkeeper ran for near- 
ly six miles to convey the Intelligence 
and his regrets to the storekeeper. 
The cattle had been too far away 
when he fired, he said, or he would 
have asked if they were wild before 
he fired. Meanwhile the storekeeper 
telegraphed to his wife, who was In 
Victoria, asking that a warrant he 
secured for the lifehtkeeper's arrest 
for the slaughter of the cattle. The 
police, however, did not take action. 
The llghtkeeper is regretful, and of- 
fers to pay, but the storekeeper seeks 
a dire punishment. 

Neither the llghtkeeper nor the 
storekeeper would remove the ear- 
cases of the slain cattle, and Luke 
Humber, who Is charge of the build- 
ing operations at the Estevan light, 
took advantage of this. .He has 76 
men with big appetites to feed, and 
the two beeves were hauled away by 
■him and butchered. 

Since the stock gave out he has 
been making occasional visits to the 
llghtkeeper. asking him to shoot more 
cows, and what the llghtkeeper an- 
swered was not learned by those who 
returned on the Leebro.

T AKES S EA OTTER 

Steamer Homer Reports That Local 
Schooner Entered the Bering 
Soa on August 17 

After taking twenty sea otter skins 
In the North Pacific on the otter 
grounds, the sealing schooner Thomas 
F. Bayard, Capt. Blakstad, of this 
city, one of the seven local schooners 
engaged tills season, entered Bering 
Sea on August 17th. News to this 
effect was brought by the steamer 
Homer, under charter to the North 
American Commercial Co., lessees of 
the seal islands, which has returned 
to San Francisco with over 14,000 
skins clubbed for the lessees on the 
rookeries. The Thomas V. Bayard had 
left Dutch harbor on August 17th to 
enter the northern sea. The Homer 
also brought news that H. M. S. Al- 
gerlne, Capt. Edwards, from Esquimau 
for the Bering sea sealing patrol, was 
also at Dutch harbor. The U.&S. 
Perry and Manning were engaged on 
patrol duty at the Islands and the 
Rush was coaling at Dutch harbor to 
join them; while the Bear had just 
left to be added to the patrol. 

Five passengers came back from the 
Prlblloff Islands in the Homer, the 
number including Walter I. Lempke. 
government seal agent, and Mrs. 
Lempke; J. C. Redpath, .superinten- 
dent at tins sealeries for the North 
American Commercial company; 
Harry D. Chichester, assistant to 
Lempke, and George A. Clarke, assist- 
ant to tile United States Bureau of 
Fisheries. 

A Washington despatch to the Post- 
Intelligencer says: '•The department of 
commerce and labor has received from 
Its agent, R. A. Clark, a report that 
seal herds of Pribllof islands. Alaska, 
are being rapidly diminished by de- 
predations of seal hunters. The de- 
partment has communicated with the 
state department, asking its assistance 
in bringing the matter before certain 
governments, some of whose subjects 
are believed to be responsible for the 
illegal killing." 

The "Possible" Governments 

The certain governments are prob- 
ably Japan and Great Britain, al- 
though subjects of the latter have little 
opportunity to kill seals under the 
eixsting regulations. The United States 
and Great Britain by the regulations 
they enforce make the Bering Sea seal- 
ing grounds ;i preserve for the Japan- 
ese hunters, who, not bound by any 
regulations other than those of Inter- 
national law, hunt at any time without 
respect to closed seasons, using firo-- 
arms, to within three miles of the land. 
Canadians may not enter the sea un- 
til after August 1st, and not only 
must they remain sixty miles from the 
Islands, but must use spears in the ef- 
fort to capture those seals which have 
run the. gauntlet of the '•'cordon of 
Japanese schooners about the rook- 
cries. 



REFUSED TO LEAVE 

JEWELRY IN WRECK 

Passenger of Ohio Had to Leave His 
Riches But Waited on Beach 
Until Divers Came

When the steamer Ohio was wrecked 
among those who survived was A. N. 
Anderson of Minneapolis, who was 
taking to Southeastern Alaska watches, 
diamonds and other jewelry for an 
Eastern jewelry firm, and after the 
passengers were landed he declined to 
leave the vicinity of the wrecked Ohio. 
It held his Jewelry. He waited until 
the Victoria Salvage steamer Salvor 
camo and the divers have recovered 
purt of his jewelry. 

His assortment of samples Is report- 
ed to have been worth anywhere from 
$10,000 to $lii,o00. Instead of locking It 
in the purser's safe he kept It In a 
hand valise, which was always by his j 
side. When the Ohio struck Ander- 
son's first thought was for the jewelry, 
as he is said to have carried the bag 
from his room to the social hall, where 
the inrush of waters forced him to 
abandon it to save ills life. 

After the passengers were ashore 
and the fishing steamer Kingfisher 
came to convey them to Swanson Cove 
Anderson refused' to accompany them. 
He obtained a supply of blankets and 
food, and building himself a temporary 
shelter on the beach a quarter of a 
mile from the sunken ship, remained 
there to watch until the divers ar- 
rived. Ho remained three or four days 
at the scene of the wreck until the 
Salvor with divers aboard reached 
Carter's Bay Monday anil immediately 
sent the men after the bag of jewels, 
some of which have been recovered. 
Imbedded in Mud. 

Capt. 13. G. Baughman of the steamer 
Humboldt, who has returned to Seattle 
said: 

"The stern of the Ohio is embedded 
in the mud up to her wheel. A small 
river debouches just opposite where 
the vessel struck and It is bringing 
dawn vast quantities of silt all the 
time. It will require the construction 
of a coffer dam to keep the hull pro- 
tected. The bow of the vessel is stick- 
ing up In the air while the stern Is 
lying in eighty-five feet of water, and 
with the heavy cargo which Is loaded 
in the after part of the steamship I 
do not see how they are going to got 
her afloat. The divers have not yet 
been able to learn much regarding the 
condition of the hull." 

On account of the loss of the Ohio 
the Alaska Pacific Steamship company 
has found it necessary to secure an- 
other vessel to take her place on the 
run from the Sound to Valdez and Cor- 
dova. It has therefore decided to equip 
the steamer Yucatan, used as a private 
yacht by George Perkins and party, 
for the service. The Yucatan was fit- 
ted up for tile Perkins party at an ex- 
pense of $100,000, Extensive alterations 
were made on her decks and her ac- 
commodations were made among the 
best on the coast. Forty-two workmen 
began today removing the silken drap- 
eries and brass bedsteads from the 
steamer and the work of turning the 
vessel from a luxurious private yacht 
into a practical passenger liner will 
he rushed to completion, It is planned 
that she take the Ohio's steaming date 
from the Sound September 1G. Among

LIFE SAVING GUNS 



Government Will Re-establish 
Station for Succoring Ship- 
wrecked on West Coast 



Another life saving- station is to be 
established at Banfield creek. After 
many months during ' which the de- 
funct station of the .erstwhile life sav- 
ers 'who were dismissed en masse 
after the wreck of the motor lifeboat, 
the wrepk of which was sold for $50 
a few days ago — it originally cost 300 
times as such — the Dominion govern- 
ment is going to establish another life- 
saving station at Banfield creek. 

The steamer Leebro Is loading life 
saving gear at the government wharf 
for the new life saving station at Ban- 
field.. Included are cases containing 
guns for throwing lifelines, carriages 
to mount the life saving guns, breeches 
buoys, etc. The Leebor will leave on 
Monday carrying the new life saving 
apparatus to the west coast. 

Whether a new motor lifeboat will 
be ordered from the New Jersey build- 
ers in New York state to replace that 
which drifted away to Robbers island 
and became a wreck Is not stated. 



ADRIFT FOR WEEK 

IN OPEN BOAT 



Fishermen Have Trying Time During 
Seven Days Spent in Small Craft 
in Open Ocean 

Tossed about on the Pacific Ocean 
in an open fishing boat for seven days, 
the last two without food or water, 
and finally compelled to call upon the 
life-saving - crew for help, was the 
thrilling experience of John Hanllulu 
and four companions while trying to 
make Gray's Harbor from the Colum- 
bia river a few days ago. 

The men left Astoria a week ago 
for Hoquiam, intending to fish there 
this season. When well up the coast 
they struck a gale. Last Wednes- 
day, when the storm that wrecked 
'the Fair Oaks was raging, the little 
craft and its crew weathered the gala 
in f?ood shape. Three nets were part 
of the cargo and when the sea got 
too rough the nets were thrown over- 
board. As darkness approached the 
fishermen signaled the tug Cudahy for 
assistance, but before getting a line 
from the tug they picked up the nets. 

The craft was made fast to the 
stern of the waterlogged steam 
schooner Fair Oaks which, was being 
towed down the coast. Half way 
down they broke adrift and were pick- 
ed up by the Yorktown and towed to 
Wlllapa harbor. 

Thursday afternoon they again put 
to sea and worked up the coast. Sev- 
rral incoming steamers Friday night 
lighted them. Yesterday their provi- 
sions and water gave out and fearing 
they might be driven out to sea again, 
the boat came in close to the break- 
ers and signaled the life-saving crew 
for assistance.

Sir. — May 1 express the opinion that 
while your correspondent, F. A. Robert- 
son, whose letter on "Iron Ore" appears 
in todays "Colonist," lias departed 
irom what has to a considerable ex- 
tent oecomo a custom on Vancouver 
Island, viz., to take It for granted the 
Island possesses Immense wealth In 
iron and coppor, he is unpleasantly 
near the truth when he suggests that- 
"most of our boast of iron wealth 
must be 'lased chiefly on conjecture " 
He Is, however, not fully Informed, re- 
garding cither tlio quantity of copper 
produced on the island during the four 
yoars last past, or the shipment of 
Iron ore "from Vnncouver Island or tho 
whole of tho province." As to the 
former, the figures he quotes from tho 
"Annual Roport" for 1908 include tho 
production of tho Britannia mine, on 
Howe Sound, and of mines on Texada 
and Valdcz islands, so that Vancou- 
ver island's proportion of the 168,- 
790,000 lb. of copper produced '"jy tho 
mines of the whole of the province 
during the four years 1905-8 Is less 
than t.ie 13,164,780 lb. quoted, which 
was tho production of what Is officially 
known as the Coust district, not of 
Vancouver Island only. Incidentally it 
may be mentioned that there is not to- 
day even one steadily producing cop- 
per mine on Vancouver Island; fur-

Work Proposed to Be Done by 
.Contract Will Be Carried 
Out by City 




With the c.'.ty council in favor of 
having the work of local improvement 
on certain streets done by contract be- 
cause of the pressure of work on th* 
city engineering department, it Is nev- 
ertheless likely that two local Im- 
provement works et least, which it 
was intended should ba done on tlio 
contract system, will be done by the 
city on the day work plan. 

Recently tenders were called by the 
city for the local Improvement work on 
Cowan nnd Hulton streets. Alderma.i 
Fullerton, who is a firm believer in 
the city doing Its own work by duy 
labor. Insisted that the city engineer 
should also be asked to put In a tender 
for the job. This was agreed to and 
last night at the meeting of the streets, 
bridges and .sowers committee the. 
tenders were opened. 

The tenders for the Cowan street 
work were as follows: City engineer, 
?2, 422. SO; K. Stedham, ?2,7G5.20; A. 
Pike, J2.02fi.50. For Hulton istreet 
j the tentlers were: City engineer, 
$4,725.60; F. Stedham, 55,208; A. Pike, 

Alderman Humbcr raised a protest 
nt the manner in which the tenders 
were submitted. Instead of a hi I p 
sum each tenderer estimated what 
quantity of material would have to be 
! taken out and tendered at so much per 
yard but was to get payment for what 
was actually done. It might he that 
where, for Instance, 500 yards of rock 
would have to be blasted it would turn 
out that. 1,000 yards should be blasted 
or vice versa, but in any event he got 
paid. In ordinary contracts the eon- 
tractor put In his figure and if ho un- 
der-estimated the work that was his 
own fault. 

Alderman Ross failed to see 'what 
advantage there would be In ' giving 
the contract to the city engineer. It 
that official had under-estimated the 
cost the city would have to put up tho 
balance required, while if a lump ten- 
der were received from a contractor 
and his figures proved too low he would 
still have to complete the work for the 
llgure at which he tendered. 

Alderman Stewart believed that a 
contractor should be paid for what he 
did and the form in 'Which the tenders 
were received was the proper one. It 
was true that in the tenders being con- 
sidered great differences were shown 
in estimates for tho same work, but 
that happens in all tenders. 

Finally it was decided to accept the 
engineer's figures and tho city will do 
the work.

date tentatively selected tonight Is ap- 
pointed for the official welcome, an 
International character will be lent to 
the celebration by the presence in New 
York at that time of several of the 
most prominent explorers of other 
countries. Among those who have al- 
ready made plans to be in America at 
the tfmo of the celebration are Dr. 
Frldtjof Nansen, whose memorable 
North Pole expedition in 1003 reached 
the highest latitude until then at- 
tained; Dr. Otto O. Nordenskjold, the 
Swedish Antarctic explorer and geol- 
ogist; Captain Raold Amundsen, who 
is now fitting out a polar expedition to 
start eariy next year; Dr. Stevenson, 
the Norwegian explorer, and possibly 
Lieutenant Sliackloton, the English- 
man, whose explorations In the Ant- 
arctic led him to the farthest southern 
point ever reached by man. 

The Explorers' Club tonight voted 
to invite the Arctic Club, of which Dr. 
Cook Was formerly president, to par- 
ticipate in the celebration. 

Those who were present at tonight's 
meeting In the. Explorers' Club rooms 
on West 39th street were almost unan- 
imous in their belief that Dr. Cook 
would be able to produce ample 
proof to convince all the doubt- 
ers. 1 There are those, however 
in the membership of the club, 
It is said, who frankly question Dr. 
Cook's account of his achievement, 
and who have declared to the direc- 
tors that the most unassailable scien- 
tific proof should hi' demanded before 
the Club officially recognizes Dr. Cook 
as the discoverer of the Pole. 

Said one of the dissenters tonight: 
"Wo are of the opinion that this re- 
puted discovery of the Pole will even- 
tually be discredited. We are not 
questioning Dr. Cook's veracity, hut 
are Inclined to believe that he Is mis- 
taken or has deceived himself." 
Francko's Statement 

Rudolph iPrancke, the last, white 
man who saw Dr. Cool; before his 
Anal dash to tho Pole, added his word 
of tribute to his friend's achievement 
today. 

"Dr. Conk never made a statement 
he could not prove," said Pranoke, 
"and I would stake my life he can 
prove that hv reached the Pole in just 
the manner he stated. He does not 
know what it means to {[tilt. 

"When I left Dr. Cook 500 miles 
from the Pole, he was about ready 
to make his final dash northward, 
with hickory sleds of his own resign, 
with some of the best trained dogs In 
the polar regions, and with a supply 
of carefully dried meals and provi- 
sions. He was confident of success. 

" 'Francke," he said to mo. as wo 
parted on the morning of March 3rd, 
'I am going to take n desperate 
chance, and I have decided that it 
would bo asking too much to expect 
you to go with me. I am willing to 
risk my life for this idea, and I hope 
to win. I have reason to believe that 
I shall succeed, but if I go down I

South Harpswell, Maine, Sept. 3. — 
Mrs. Peary, wife of the noted Arctic 
explorer, was satirical regarding Dr. 
Cook's discovery of the North Polo 
when .interviewed to-day at her sum- 
mer homo on Eagle Island. She said: 

"I have been expecting to hoar that 
report ever since I knew Dr. Cook had 
started for the po'le. it has been a 
standing' Joke at the 'explorers' club,' 
and in our set In Now York. But please 
do not quote mo as being incredulous 
over the report. It would look too ugly 
coming just at this time. 

'After all, I can only say that it is 
a greater surprise to me that Dr. Cook 
was able, alone with but two Eskimo 
boys to accomplish in so short a time 
what so many others of greater experi- 
ence and better equipment have failed 
in doing. I am sorry that Dr. Cook has 
wrested the honor of discovering the 
pole from my husband, but I congratu- 
late him. 

"If Dr. Cook has discovered the pole 
he will have to bring back tome of 
Mr. Peary's records to prove that he 
has been farther north. It Is customary 
for explorers to leave records in a cairn 
bearing their name. 

'I can't help recalling the story re- 
garding Dr. Cook's ascent of Mount 
McKinley, about which he wrote in his 
book. In that book he says he ascend- 
ed the mountain, looked at his aeroid 
and then came down again. When sci- 
entists wanted to know the height he 
says he was in such a hurry that he 
did not have'tlme to compute the alti- 
tude. 

'At that time Dr. Cook was alone, 
too. He had gone with the expedition 
that failed in their attempt to scale 
the mountain. When they left Dr. 
Cook was left In charge of the supplies. 

"The party had already reached the 
East when the news came that Dr. 
Cook had made a successful" ascent 
of the monntaln, but for me to say 
anything In this line might be construed 
as had taste. Ido foci loyal to my hus- 
band and feel that he will bring the 
polo back with him. If he does.then 
it is for him to talk of this report, for 
he could either prove or disprove It. 
I can't."

New York, Sept. 3. — 'Prices contin- 
ued to advance today in the stock 
market with a rather desultory de- 
mand. The transactions in United 
Steel dominated the absolute market, 
enormous blocks of that security 
changing hands throughout the day. 
The opening sales were 13,500 shares, 
the orders being executed simultan- 
eously at 78 7-8 and 79, thus establish- 
ing the stock on a record basis. A 
market In which U S. steel rose for 
the first time above 80 as it did late 
In the day, cannot be called entirely 
uninteresting, yet the. comparison of 
the sales of U. S. steel with the ag- 
gregate of all stocks showed how 
largely that stock overshadowed 
everything else. 

Trade news on stool continued en- 
couraging but the movement was ac- 
companied also by signs of a highly 
speculative origin. Precautions were 
taken to employ the cable to report 
that predictions wore current In Lon- 
don, that tho price of the stock was 
to go to 90. 

Chicago reported that an Incraese 
of the dividend to 4 per cent, was in 
contemplation at the next quarterly 
meeting and to 5 per cent, soon there- 
after. Longer range predicted next 
year's business as an aggregate of 
a billion dollars. 

The sympathetic effect on the gen- 
eral list was considerable, but not uni- 
versal. Covering of shorts on the 
eve of the three day's holiday was 
given large credit in the price move- 
ment. The failure of a stock ex- 
change firm of minor importance 
passed almost without notice. 

Special strength in Rock Island 
stock was accompanied by rumors of 
an early resumption of dividends on 
Rock Island preferred and on St. Louis 
and San Francisco preferred. 

Preliminary estimates of the week's 
currency movement Indicate the bal- 
ance of the movement still in favor of 
New York, but for a less amount than 
last wr'ek. 

A decline in cash holdings of near- 
ly $3,000,000 seems likely to be shown 
by the clearinghouse compilation to- 
morrow. Ponds were steady. Total 
sales par value $3,220,000. 

U. S. fours registered have declined 
l-'l cent and the coupon 1-2 on call 
since last week.
